Another War-Cloud in Europe 



That the maoting of Iho Emperors of 
Germany aiiti Austria at Gaatein on 
the 17th olt. shoald have sot th« world 
on tiptoo of cariooity and saepenae can 
hardly oooasipD sacpriBe. Emperors do 
not nsaally moot witboat a porpose ; 
and, unfortanately, in this iDBtADCs 
thero is too maoh groand for believing 
tluU tlio raeotiug " moans busioess " — 
basiiio-'a of Hcrious portDOt to Barope, 
The Eni^liflb prebs does not attempt to 
coiiOBal tlie ueriuns nature of the ooa>- 
pliculiiiiiH aiipposnd !;> bo ibe proxlmatu 
cuuso of ibo inefiint; between the two 
great heads of the itoiisos d the Rohenx 
zollorn-* ond tlio llii|)-ibiii-gs. The Piu- 
liiimonlof iiio Prmciiuiliiifs 'if Roq- 
niaiiiu rciio'itly borrowed ten millions 
Biorlii);,', iiiid lii ding the payinenl of tha 
iiuori!hi iru!iiii f eiiioot, f ormnlly repad- 
iuit'd iiH olilif^uiione. Boumania does 
noi stand uiiogeiher ulone, but only 
imitates more (lowerfui Stales in tlie 
inuuer of repudiuiioii Bui Germany 
jH the (trt'diior in ihis inslmicQ, and Uie 
JLL()htM,/,ijlii)rii8 bioacihofl «>f faith. 

Tlie lio>|iodav i l ilouinaniaia ftBLobens 
zollijMi, und ijis fifiiim ui o to the' Act 
canceliing the debr, wus oniy obtuiix-d 
by a threat that it it woio ^l■^a^cd the 
Germniia wilbiii Iho Prinoipalit'cs 
ahould he every oiio maHsncrcd .' The 
Emperor of Germany appealed to iho 
rortc, iss Suzerain ot the repadiaiihg 
Provinces ; but the Porto dooliued to in- 
terfere. The Jfimpcror of Germany 
Cannot afford lo bo Bwindlod and snub- 
bed at the same timi^, and honco the 
meeiing ot Gabloin. A London cou- 
toraporary puts the case thus : — 

" The Porte deoliued, alleging,whot la 
trao enough that bo had no riglit to in- 
terfere iu the affairs of the Priucipaii- 
ties, and Prince Bismarck had therefore 
to obtain redress for his own people 
through ollior raeaiiB than diplomatic 
renQonslrunco. This might be easy 
enough, iioiihor Roumania nor Tnricey 
being in a poKilion t-.i resist a formal 
demand trom Berlin, but for the general 
sitaation in Buropo prodnoed by the 
injudiciourt sovorily of the Gorman 
Treaty with Frauot, To fight iiny 
power whaiovor is for G'Tiuany to en- 
counter the riok or r^r^er Ibo certainly 
of having to fight Franco again, and it 
ia very doubtful it Boomaniu can bo uo- 
oroed without a general war. The llas- 
eian Govornuiont, to begin with, hat 
every interest in protecting a power 
■which in no .v, and which liew stretched 
right aoroBs lior only road by land to 
the couquest of Uonatantinople. The 
Austrian Gof'erument has every inter' 
eet in protecting a State which holdB, 
as agaioBt oil fiironger poworfl, the 
months of the Danube, iliat is, a pObi- 
tiou which Auf .ria Oiuniol surrender lo 
cry iiniuodiote exiiiicuon. And finally, 
England hai some interest, and thinks 
she bas maob. in maiotaining the valid* 
ity of the Treoty ot Paris, under which 
Eoumunia cannot bo coerced nor con- 
qnered without the cuiiseut of the 
whole European Pcntarchy, It is ab- 
solutely fcCi't-Biiry, if uriyUiing is to bo 
dono wilhi ul iiuri'po being wrapped in 
games, thut one ot these powers Bhoald 
be deiachcd Irom the Boumanian au-e, 
and Prince Bisn.urclt, with hi< aecut- 
toint'd skill, hus i itctied upon Austriu a^ 
thf one. If till: Uap-liurgH can bo in- 
duced U: agree hear ily in hia plavis, iho 
opposiii in ol the ruiuuiiidor of JEurope 
may be )>ruveuled by alarm; or if i' 
efaouid become cii'., oiay be def"utod 
by force, ifiuropo lu ufms, that is Russia 
and France in combination, being 
Beurceiy etiual 'o a caiiipaif^n wuh Gei- 
Uiany iM.d A'lsliia uniu"! Upon ihuir own 
Bcl' cteil gfnui.dn. Uu!e-s England j )in- 
ed the alliance, and joined it wui. a n-
